TOBACCO BLIGHT 

FEARED IN BOYLE 



Father of Mrs. Hubert Willough- 
by Takes Suspected Weed to " 
Expert For Examination 

Dr. H. Garman and staff, De- 
part merit of Entomology, Experi- 
ment Station at Lexington, are 
engaged' with a diagnosis of a 
blight w hich v. as reported by W. 
E. Durham, tobacco grower of 
Boyle county, who came to Lex- 
ington bringing stalks that arc 
typical of the affected tract. Mr. 
Durham is the father of Mrs. Hu- 
bert Willoiighby, of Richmond. 

The plants were first photo- 
graphed and then placed under 
the microscope. Dr. Garman said 
that he expected to go to Boyle 
county Tuesday for an intimate 
itudy of conditions there. The 
affected area is on the Robert Ci. 
Evans farm, and the tract em- 
braces 25 acres. Mr. Durham 
said he had heard of similar trou- 
ble on other farms in Boyle and 
Mercer counties. A dispatch from 
Harrodsburg Saturday stated thai 
a disease called rust was wide- 
spread in the latter county. 

Aftcjf a preliminary examina- 
tion Dr. Garman expressed the 
opinion that the blight in point 
■night he caused from sunburn, 
brought about by a heavy shower 
which had thrown dust particles 
on the leaves. These particles 
can become anchors for rain drops 
and hoi sunshine following acts 
through 'the drops the same as 
through a lense. This opinion was 
based on information from Mr. 
Durham that the blight had ap- 
peared following a hard rain, and 
because no insect had been in- 
criminated at the time Dr. Gar- 
man spoke. 

If it should be the work of an 

insect^ -Dr. Garman suspected the 
falysus SpinosttS- — a »hios< juito- 
like fly which punctures tobacco, 
and leaves spots of blight. Unfor- 
tunately, poison is no deterrent to 
this insect, and science has not 
found a remedy. Worms and, 
some other remedies can . be, 
reached' through arsenate of lead 
and Paris 'Green. arid' 1 Bordeaux 
mixture kills -fungi' f0£&, fuit -the 
puncture is not n fleeted. One for-
